last letter ended with a description of 
Nabloua, where wo staid for the night. 
There, among other things, we saw the 
«ite of A hub's ivory palace, to tho mag- 
nificent architecture once surrounding 
•which over fifty gigantic columns or 
]>illare, Ktill in upright position, give 
ulpundant testimony. In fact, BO numer- 
ous arc the evidences to the faitlifulnesH 
mid truHtworlhinr&s of tho Scriptures, 
that Dr. Tnlmage, although over ortho- 
dox, claims that now tho Hi Me has bo- 
cume to him a new book, of which tho 
Holy Land itself ia the most stunning 
commentary. 


I Early up and early at it—the only 
jiracticablo way of making a trip liko 
this truly successful—was again the or- 
d</r of tho day, and 7 o'clock found us in 
the saddle ready for tho occasion. Mo- 
ii.'imnicdan cemeteries are very numer- 
ous in this country, and we had long bo- 
foro this become quite accustomed to 
siring them; butthis morning our atten- 
tion was specially directed to ono by a 
l.irga throng of women who wero moan- 
ing and weeping as though thoy had just 
laid away ono very dear to their hearts. 
On inquiry wo found that with the Mo- 
h.immedans it is customary for the wo- 
inun to visit and weep every Friday for 
one year at the grave of their departed, 
and tho grief manifested on such occa- 
sirms exhibits all tho freshness and earn- 
estness usually occasioned by recent 
Iri-A And here this chilly morning thin- 
ly clad wero probably a hundred and 
fifty women comforting each other as 
bcit they could while grieving and 
in >urnirig their own bereavement. 
1 The pit in which it is said Joseph was 
placed by his brethren before their dis- 
posal of him to tho Ishinaclitish mcr- 
cb.intuien v?as pointed out to us, but on 
rending the text and comparing it with 
tlin place nnd its surroundings Dr. Tal- 
m.-igo pronounced it mmuthentic. It is 
now a well, and whole regiments of 
women were either coming from it or 
traveling to it, adroitly balancing oriental 
wuter jars oil their heads. Sweet water 
'is not to bo found everywhere in Pales- 
tine, and private wells are altogether 
unheard of. Wherever a well is found 
it ia public property, and tho women 
come from near and f;.r to secure a sup- 
ply of tho necessary fluid. With faces

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th«y present a strange appearance, and 
though most of them, while naturally 
quite pretty, have been rendered posi- 
ti\ ely hideous by lattuuing nnd staining, 
one's heart is moved with pity and sym- 
pathy for these patient creatures, whose 
form alone distinguishes them from tho 
bt-.ists of burden. 
Here a woman has 


no rights. 
Her husband owns her 


•body and soul. Ho can divorce her 
at will without consulting any law. 
OIID act of disobedience may result in 
her being cast off. 
A water jar acci- 


dentally broken entails corporal punish- 
ment, and not infrequently do these un- 
happy women, after meeting with an 
acciclrnt of this kind, absent themselves 
for days from their miserable homes to 
avoid such a catastrophe. 
So far be- 


neath men are they held in some locali- 
ties that they are not considered fit to 
pray, and hence are not permitted to 
enter a mosque, but, when their over- 
burdened hearts yearn for relief in 
prayer, they may, if they so choose, 
kneel down ia the outer court, without 
tho gate, and there offer up their un- 
worthy petitions. 
"No woman," said 


Dr. Talmage, "who has not visited this 
country will ever fully appreciate all she 
owes to the blessed influences of our 
glorious Christianity. Heaven and hell 
arc not in stronger contrast than are tho 
dear women of America and these of 
Turkey." 


On we went, crossing tho magnificent 


plums of Esdraelon, the great battle- 
field of Palestine, every inch of which at 
some time or other hag been drenched 
with the blood of the slaughtered. To 
the right of us lay Nain, from which the 
widow's only son was borne out for 
burial, when Christ, moved to pity, 
caused him to be restored. To the left 
was Gilboa, where King Saul and his 
throe sons, and amontr theae Jonathan,

might differ In the manner of its demon- 
itration. The church, it is claimed, en- 
ihriiieB as it were the home of Mary and 
Josejih, and rooms in it were pointed out 
us th>! kitchen of the Virgin and tho car- 
pent* r shop of her husband. All these 
arehuwn in solid rock. Opinion as to 
its authenticity is divided, yet there 
is mere in its favor than against. 
But a 


discussion of that point may be received 
with better grace from the eminent di- 
vine who engages public attention than 
from the scribe who chronicles his doings. 
Soiu< thingH, however, admit of no dis- 
pute, and among these the site of tho vil- 
lage jtxelf, the lofty hills that surround 
it und the diminutive valley that nestles 
sweeilyat the foot of the town. This 
was i ho place and these were tho sur- 
roundings of Christ's boyhood, and as 
BiK-li none can rob them of their interest 
to tin- hearts of his followers. 


Tin- sun had now set and already it 


was Ifginning to dai ken, to we liiuttonoc] 
back to the convent, for in eastern towns 
no lights illhmine the streets to aid tho! 
wayf irer on his journey home. Hero 1 
KUIISI t practically ends tho day, though 
sunri o rarely begins it. Shops open 
about half pant 9 or 10 o'clock and in- 
variably close at sunset. The lights used 
in tin homes of the people are still of tho 
most primitive character, candles and 
olive oil meeting all the requirements. 


At the convent we were hospitably en- 


tertained and our comfort promoted in 
every possible way, and that night we 
rested surrounded by comparative lux- 
ury. 


While exceedingly interesting in con- 


nection with tho many biblical associa- 
tions that cluster around it, Nazareth in 
itself lias nothing of any account to rec- 
ommend it or render it desirable for a 
protracted stay. The Russian convent 
at which we passed the night was scru- 
pulomly clean, which materially helped 
us to relish the breakfast that we found 
temptingly spread before us on entering 
the dining room. After breakfast we 
culled1 for tho bill and found it to contain 
charges that would bankrupt the hotel 
fraternity throughout our country long 
before tho Columbus exhibition project 
assumes tangible form. 
Among other 


items we found thirty cents charged for 
lodging, three cents for toast and tea 
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stream! Aye, and still morel The bodies 
of the dead taken down to the banks and 
there washed in the floods of the lake 
out of which every true Israelite here- 
abouts faithfully believes the true Shiloh 
shall yet arise! Oh, Galilee! 
Surely 


even Dr. Talmage would modify his 
views on prohibition were he a Galilean.

Dr. Talmage Bids Farewell to 


Palestine's Biblical Shore. 


SAILING OX THE SEA OF GALILEE. 
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Tricky Merchant* and Beggar* «f Caper- 
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I 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 2,1890.—Before 


^•aving Tiberias, Dr. Talmage arranged 
for a sail on the lake as far at Caperna- 
um, securing one of the two boats that 
Jnow constitute what shipping facilities 
Galilee can boaat of, though once the 
sails of four thousand ships enlivened its 


I waters. 
It was an ordinary rowboat, 


iwith rudely constructed Bails, which 
iseemed quite superfluous, as its propel- 
ling power consisted of six OSLIU manned 
by as many Arabs. We got off swirn- 
imingly and keenly enjoyed tho sail for 
'awhile, but suddenly tho sky was over- 
[clouded and rain began to fall—the first 
wo had experienced since we left New 
York, and in less time than it takes to 
pen these lines white caps appeared, a 
.heavy undercurrent became manifestly 
(plain, and the boat began to toss to and 
fro at an alarming rate. 


1 
Most of the party were painfully sea- 


xirk, nml nrrlorq wprp given to land with 
tho utmost tpeed. But this tho oarsmen 
found impossible. We got as near to the 
land as was considered safe and waited 


] for a tidal wave to carry us over some of 


i the rocks between which we could not 
'pass, but tidal waves did not move in 


the Philistines. Gideon's Pool, where 
his faithful three hundred lapped water 
liko dogs, lay an hour's journey off our 
path, and wo were about to pass it by 
rather than delay more than two hours 
making the round trip, when Dr. Tal- 
mage objected, insisting that he must 
see it if it took all day. Thither we 
went, and a refreshing draught of its de- 
licious water repaid us for the effort, 


i Soon Nazareth, up among the hills, 
the scene of the Saviour's childhood and 
early manhood, burst on our view. Our 
hearts rejoiced at its sight and all the 
weariness caused by nearly nine hours' 
sad. lie work immediately left us. An 
fccur later we entered the village, and 
the very first house that we met had a 
carpenter shop on the ground floor in 
full blast. Nothing, it seemed to me, 
could be more appropriate. 
Never were 


we so eager to get to our encampment, 
which for this night was in the Russian 
convent. Once dismounted we did not 
even linger long enough to adjust our 
somewhat disordered toilet and dishev- 
eled hair, but off we sped as quickly as 
possible to make the moat of the few 
hours between then and sunset, and 
spend them among the interesting points 
of tliis cliaruiingly located and very at- 
tractive little town, so deal1 to the hearts 
of the Christian world. 


Naturally we first wended our way to 


the Church of the Annunciation, said to 
cover the site of the occurrence described 
by its name. Here we were met by an 
exceedingly devout monk, who very cor- 
dially received us and undertook to show 
us around. He hardly made a turn with- 
out half a doten courtesies to this, that 
or the other object either visible or in- 
visible, thus interfering somewhat with 
our progress; but somehow or other we 
did not feel at all put out, for if the truth 
were told our hearts were no less rever- 
ential and solemn than hlg, though jwe

I of the men, divesting themselves of their 
|outcr garments, jumped into the shallow 
'water and hold the boat from being 
Idaalied to pieces. Soon the rest of the 
icrew followed, nnd one by one the party

|did riot last very long, but it afforded an- 
other page of Galilean experience that 
| will not soon bo forgotten. 
, At tho landing place the whole neigh- 
iborhood had apparently turned out to 
Igreet us. About one hundred men, wo- 
men and children, and many of them 


i more than half naked, stood ready and 
waiting for something somehow to turn 
'up that would secure for them a harvest 
'of "backsheesh." But somehow or other 
nothing of any account stirred, and so 
jtner oeean to start matters themsph 
I with the stereotyped monosyllabic qiKiy, 
"Anteek?" with which every foreigner 
is greeted, and which reported in plain 
'English would rend: "Would you like to 
(purchase this antiquity?" No deception 
'is too barefaced for these tricky people 
jto attempt, and they must either find 


ttourists easily gullible or their opinion 
of American intelligence is certainly

below par. Modern coins, 


with recent dates plainly legible, are 
'artificially corroded and offered as the 
results of late archasological research. 
'Stones

them 


are represented aa part of some ancient 
'monument or statue cut in altogether 
'different material. Clay lamps fresh 
^rom the pottery, with the price marked 
^n Arabic, are offered as specimens just 
'found in recently excavated tombs of the 
'ancients. And here we were besieged 
by adults, children and even babies 
{whose whole vocabulary seemed to con- 
Isist of but the two words, "anteek" and 
j"backsheesh." Wo had quite a number 
.of small coins handy and were about to 
(distribute them either piecemeal or by 
throwing them at random among the 
^rowd, but the dragoman begged us not 
•to do so, as the less fortunate ones would 
Jsurely follow us up until in despair we 
gratified their importunity. So we "set 
'our faces as flint" against Betlisaida and 
began an hour's tramp through slimy, 
sticky mud ankle deep rather than risk 
our lives again on the lake, and 
gradually one by one the crowd fell 
away until at last we were again quite 
ialona. Some of these natives have learn- 
jed just a little English, and these, when 
they spy a foreigner, generally approach 
him with "I dank you verrie much for a 
ishilling." Their request being utterly 
•ignored they continue: "I dank you 
jverrie much for a sixpence." 
Not more 


[successful, next in order is a piaster 
(about five cents), and finally a para, the 
'smallest coin known here and worth 
labout a quarter of a cent. If failing even 
,in that they turn away with a look of the 
imost ineffable disdain only to repeat the 
(experiment on the next luckless foreigner 
'that crosses their path. 


Both Capernaum and Bethsajda are 


utter ruins, the former abounding in 
'choice specimens of artistically sculp- 
tured marble, while the latter offers 


It ia needless to add that we paid the bill 
without a protest. 


On our way out we called at the tele- 


graph office and sent the first cablcgrar i 
over ti ansmitted from there to America, 
The operator was obliged to telegraph to 
Bey rout for instructions as to charges. 
\Ve then \vent to the Mount of Precipi- 
tation, from which the irate Jews threat- 
ened to fling the Saviour when he claimed 
in himself the fulfillment of prophecy. 
Although near the end of December, Dr. 
Tiihna^e was overcome with the heat, 
whiah caused us to stop and rest while 
the dragoman put wet cloths on the rev- 
erend gentleman's pate, refreshing him 
••uflicicntly to enable him to resume the 
Joui/1,pJ witn a sunshade shielding him 
fiow ifte warm rays, wmcn in i'aTestiriB 
and Syria are considered the poor man's 
overco.it, the only one, in fact, which we 
ever siw worn here. Riding between 
huge hedges of mammoth cactus plants, 
the barb wire fence of nature's own 
manufacture, over hills representing tho 
refuse of centuries, amid the barking 
and 
howling of 
innumerable dogs, 


which 
by 
tho 
Mohammedans 
are 


considered sacred animals, we reached 
Cana of Galilee, where Christ once 
graced 
with 
his presence 
a mar 


riago feast, the occasion of his first 
uiiracli1. Dismounting in front of a neat 
little chapel which tradition says covers 
the exuct site of the interesting event, 
we awaited the coming of the patriarch, 
who admitted us and exhibited several 
large water jars about two and a half 
feet high and capable of holding about 
twelve gallons each. These he claimed 
to bo tho identical jars that once con- 
tained the product of the miracle, a 
statement which we received cum grano 
salis. 
About midway between Nazareth 


and Lake Galilee we halted long enough 
to rest the horses, and while so doing a 
largo caravan of camels passed us, which 
suggested to one of the men a conundrum 
quite common among tho natives, which 
•f of interest us indicative of the estimate 
in which the present administration is 
held by them: "Why is, the Turkish gov- 
ernment like a train of camels?" We 
promptly gave it up, when we received 
the gratifying information: "Because ii 
is led by a donkey," to all of which I 
most respectfully subscribe. 


It was late in the afternoon when we 


entered Tiberias, close to which we were 
to encamp on the Sabbath. Tiberias is 
largely inhabited by Israelites, and near- 
ly all of the shops were hermetically 
sealed, while the streets were thronged 
with a motley crowd dressed in all tho 


gaged ia exchanging visits and making 
the most of their day of rest. It is be- 
j'ond duubt the filthiest city we ever saw, 
ind profoundly grateful were we when, 
after passing through it, we learned that 
a return to it was optional, but not neces- 
sary. Although once the winter resort 
of royalty, today it is the cesspool of all 
Palestine. Nearly the entire non-native 
population was down with fever, includ- 
ing all tho physicians connected with 
the English church mission. We en- 
camped about half a mile away from 
the town, right on the banks of 
tho Galileo, from 
the sweet, crys- 


tal 
water 
of 
which we imbibed 


freely that evening, a statement that 
will find a more just appreciation when 
it is remembered that of all the discom- 
forts of travel in Palestine the greatest 
is the lack of fresh, pure and palatable 
drinking water, from the want of v, ,iich 
we frequently had to endure the most 
intensely parching thirst. But here at 
last was an abundant supply of the cool, 
precious liquid, the mere sight of which 
seemed to refresh our very souls. We 
fail ly ached for it, and when at last a 
jug full was secured, we drank and 
drank n.;aiii and again, practically real- 
izing, for a while at least, the experience 
contained in the line, 


I drmk und yet am ever dry. 


But even the poor fellow that first sang 
that mu it have got his fill at some time, 
and so did we. Our joy, however, lasted 
but for a while, and a little while at that. 
There i-i lots of water there still, and 
whosoeier will may partake of it freely, 
but we must really decline. Horrors 
upon horrorsl The mere thought of it 
compels me to clench my teeth lest a 
catastrophe overtake me I Those Russian 
pilgrims—men and women indiscrimi- 
nately—bathing in the very water from 
which me drankt Phew! The hot sul- 
phur baths in which invalids seek health 
and purification emptying into, the^same I 


from Damascus to Jerusalem, and \ ict 
versa, are prone to halt for rest, and so 
on this occasion we found the inner court 
filled with camels, burdened and other- 
wise, and dark visaged, fiery looking 
men armed to the very teeth. In the 
rooms on the lower floor, which were 
simply holes in tho wall that sur- 
rounded the court, and without win- 
dows or doors, veiled women were pre- 
paring the evening meal over little 
wood fires started on the 
ground 


in the most primitive style imaginable. 
Each apartment was filled with nmoke, 
there being neither stove nor chimney, 
and no civilized human being could 
breathe its air and live, yet these women 
apparently suffer no inconvenience what- 
ever. The men looked so vicious that 
we felt quite afraid, being but a little 
company and comparatively unarmed, 
and more grateful were we than we 
cared to admit to each other when we 
got out and away from that place. And" 
yet one more experience that day, wars 
destined to cause us no little uneasiness. 
Wo had jointly agreed to cover a larger I 
territory than usual and to travel later | 
than ordinarily, and were now on the I 
mountain range that divides Palestine | 
from 
Syria. 
The 
afternoon 


quite 
clear, 
though 
the 
morning 


had 
been showery. 
When 
on the 


mountain top a fog began to settle and 
within ten minutes it became so dense 
that the riders could not see their horses' 
heads. We journeyed in silence, while 
the darkness increased perceptibly mo- 
mentarily, wondering when and where 
we were to encamp for the night. Pres- 
ently our dragoman called a halt and 
hallooed, evidently expecting a response, 
but none came. He then confessed that 
he had lost his way and had hoped that 
some one at the encampment would hear 
his cry and answer. Our feelings can 
better be imagined than described. Away 
from habitations of any kind, in a dense 
wet fog without shelter or food, night 
fast approaching and in imminent dan- 
ger of accident from misstep and preci- 
pice. But happily our anxiety lasted 
but a little while, for halting again after 
a slow, cautious ride of ten minutes or so 
we repeated the call, and the welcome 
response away off was distinctly heard 
by all. 


Early the next morning, while looking 


from the hill over the valley of Merom, 
where Joshua successfully fought the 
twenty kings, we held a family council 
as to what should be done. That day 
was to be our last in Palestine, for before 
noon Dan, the extreme northwest point, 
would be passed and Csesarea Philippi was 
designated as our lunching place. The 
question proposed was, shall we cross 
over to Beyrout, as originally planned in 
our itinerary, or cross Mount Hermou 
and go over into Damascus and from 
thence follow up Paul's great tour along 
the Mediterranean? Naturally it was a 
complimentary council, as with Dr. Tal- 
mago alone rested the Unal disposition of 
the matter. But happily for tho peace 


ger or enemy" teal service should be 
rendered joyfully "hi his name." They 
decided to call themselves the King's 
Daughters, and their badge of member- 
ship should be a silver cross. The origi- 
nal number was ten. These might organ- 
ize other tens, and were to constitute a 
central council. So the sweet work be- 
gan. Each member pledged herself, in 
his name, to keep her eyes open every 
day and do whatever good and kindly 
thing came in her way. Sometimes it 
was a work of charity; sometimes it was 
repressing her own bad temper and keep- 
ing down evil thoughts and the disposi- 
tion to criticise and pick flaws in a sister 
woman. But whatever good was imme- 
diately under the King's Daughter's eye, 
that she was to do at once. There was 
no constitution; there were no by-laws; 
only the simple pledge to help others 
wherever possible. It was peculiarly a 
woman's organization. At once the so- 
o?pcy struck root Into the hearts of wom- 
en all Qver America. The seed traveled 
over seas to Europe, Australia and Asia, 
and was planted in grateful soil. 
Local 


societies could not be organized rapidly 
enough. There are now 125,000 of the 
beautiful King's Daughters. They pub- 


wag lish a magazine called The Silver Cross, 


which gives the news and aims of the 
order. I don't know when I have read 
anything that interested me more than 
this history. It is women who are to 
redeem the world, and in ways like this 
they will do it. 


inothing of any account in the way of an- 
tiquities, but is now being repopulated 
and brought under cultivation by a col- 
ony of German vine growers, whose beau- 
tiful gardens, artistically designed, and 
few neat, substantial buildings, scrupu- 
lously clean, are in striking contrast 
with the evidences of shif tlessness and 
dirt that characterize everything pos- 
sessed by the natives. We lunched at 
'the home of one of these German pioneers, 
who was very outspoken in his disgust 
'with the Turkish government. 
They had 


•purchased and paid for a large tract of 
land, and now the sultan refused to issue 
a firman permitting them to build. An 
Appeal to Berlin had, however, resulted 
in encouraging news from the Iron Chan- 
cellor that led them to believe that soon 
the sultan would be "persuaded" to grant 
what by right they were entitled to. So 
uncompromisingly intolerant are the 
Turks of foreign immigration, or even 
travelers and tourists, that they hate the 
Bight of the hotel keepers who afford 
them entertainment. 


Leaving the German to fight his own 


battles, we pressed on, as it had been so 
ananged that on the morrow we were to 
pass out of Palestine and into Syria, and 
unless six hours more were spent in the 
saddle we could not push ahead far 
enough to render this practicable. On 
our way we visited an old khan (inn) 
built in the time of the Roman occupa- 
tion and still in v«e. Here the caravans 


would be a most interesting one and spe- 
cially calculated to prove a fitting wind 
up of one of the most glorious, agreeable 
and successful tours ever made through 
Palestine and Syria, and hence with a 
unanimous vote it was decided to pro- 
long the tour, and instructions were 
promptly cabled to the steamship com- 
pany informing them of the adjourn- 
ment of the day of sailing for "home, 
sweet home." 


Brightened and cheered and full of en- 


thusiasm, we entered upon the last day 
in Palestine, yet our experience had been 
such an agreeable one that we would 
gladly have lingered had Dr. Talmage 
been able to find any more material for 
his "Life of Christ;" but he claimed to 
possess all that he could utilize, and now 
was anxious to visit the places of Paul's 
triumphs and trials. The sun shone 
grandly as we started off, and but very 
few clouds recalled the heavy fog that 
caused us so much uneasiness the night 
before. Dr. Talmage felt, he said, "as 
though ho could take the whole trip 
over again." Nearing Mount Hermon, 
the tops of which were capped with 
snow white clouds, he pointed up to the 
beautiful sight and said that while the 
sun was doing its very best, there were 
just enough clouds left to make every 
hill a Mountain of Transfiguration. 
Within .a short time afterwards we 
reach Dan, at which the Jordan takes 
its start. Here over an hour was spent 
in selecting a stone suitable for the bap- 
tismal font of the new Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle, which, when filled with the Jordan 
water, of which Dr. Talmage laid in an 
abundant supply, will make a very in- 
teresting reminder of the most pleasant 
trip of all his life. Bidding farewell to 
the old Jprdan we pushed on, and soon 
learned that the lunch place and the ex- 
treme limit of Palestine were at hand 
by hearing from our dragoman: 


Now the end Is drawing nigh, 
Caesarea PbiUppi. 


And so it was. We encamped for an 


hour, visited the town, read the biblical 
references to it and passed on, grateful 
that throughout our trip through Holy 
Land no accident or evil had befallen us, 
but that in place of all the rain, robbery 
and ruin that evil though well inten- 
tioned prophets had predicted, there was 
nothing but pleasure, sunshine, profit

Shutting Out Drafts. 


In almost every kitchen tucro aro drafts 


from tho cracks between tho bottom of tho 
doors and the floor. Tho cold air passing 
over one's feet on a freezing dny soon chills 
them, and this should bo avoided. To pro- 
tect the kitchen from these drafts, tack a 
strip of old carpet (Brussels, boing stiff, is 
best) across the bottom of each door. Cut 
the carpet four and a half inches wide, and 
two iuchas longer thau tho width of the door 
on which it is to bo fastened, so that the car- 
pet may extend an inch beyond the door on 
each side. 


Tack tho strip of carpet across the bottom 


of the door, placing tho carpet so that half of 
its width will lie on the floor while tho other 
half is attached to tho door. It is not neces- 
sary to havo tho tacks near together; place 
them three inches apart in a straight line 
near the top of tho carpet. If these carpet 
capes are fastened on all the doors ia tho kitch- 
en, the room will bo far ruoro comfortable 
and pleasant. The carpet should always bo 
tacked on the inside of the door, that it may 
not interfere with tho opening and closing of 
tho door.—Montreal Star.

)«en investigating cases of long fasting, 
voluntary and involuntary. 


Cold blooded animals can live without 


food twice as long as warm blooded 
ones. Dogs can ondure starvation thirty 
•lays before they die, human beings usu- 
nlly sixteen to twenty days. The fatal 
limit is reached when tho animal or man 
)<ecomes so emaciated that 40 per cent, 
of weight is lost. 
| Those who ondure long fasts with im- 
punity arc usually persons dominated by 
mime absorbing idea which takes away 
tlie thought from the stomach. The 
most noted f asters are hysterical subjects 
and Hindoo fakirs. It is remarkable 
^liat in these cases the emaciation is com- 
paratively slight. Some other influence 
•(•ems to step in for the time and stop the 
tiHual operations of the body. 


I 
M. Richet sees no reason to doubt that 


Tiinner, Herlntli and CuoU fUHled the 
full fifty days, as they claim, but says 
their fasts were undertaken under most 
favorable circumstances. They had only 
•to put forth thoir hands and eat at any 
.moment. It would have been different 
(hud they been shipwrecked on a des- 
ert island, or perishing in ice fields, 
.like a party found in 1809. These were 
jtiithout food seventeen days. 
When 


ifound their skin was sticking to the 
bones, and was covered with a sooty 
[•curf. Their tongues were black, their 
;bn»ths fetid. This sickening odor and 
Ibliickness of the skin and tongue are

They replaced 
the f.;ood paper with worthless securities 
of their own, and wld tho stock on 
which the Sixth National depended for 
its existence. When the checks theV had 
given to ex-President Leland came in for 
payment they met thorn. All this splen- 
did financiering was accomplished in 
twenty-four hours.

three bonks.

was left over even after paying Leland 
to net them a comfortable sum. Whal 
they meant to do is nut ulenr.

On the fourth day Cashier Col 
son went to the manager of the New 
York clearing house and told him thq 
story, also that the new bank directors 
had gone into office without one of them 
taking the oath prescribed by law to 
bank directors. This oath requires thai 
they bhall faithfully protect the interests 
of stockholders and depositors and that 
they bhall certify correctly to the condi- 
tion of the bank.

STOKY OF THE MUTINY. 


' I was at Bultanpoor, in the presidency of 
Bengal, when the terrible Indian mutiny de- 
livered its first blow. There were uprising* 
and mutinies at various other place* before 
any one at Sultanpoor became seriously 
alarmed. The faith which the British had in 
the native soldiery would hare been sublime 
bad it not been blind. The English were in 
India as invaders and despot*. They had 
given the people cause to bate them and hun- 
ger for their lives. The natives were a hun- 
dred to one. Princes had been dethroned, re- 
ligion burlesqued, social customs overturned 
•nd every Englishman wasregarded as stand- 
Ing between the native* and their heaven. 
The English knew all this, and yet they had 
that blind faith which entails destruction. 
Because no rebellions had taken place, be- 
cause the natives were servile and cringing, 
all argued that the outbreak* were caused by 
a few malcontent* and would amount to 
naught 


I There are three Americans of us at Sulton- 
poro. We had been banting In the Oude ter- 
ritory, and had been taSultaapore for about 
three weeks to rest and plan another trip. 
We occupied a bungalow together and bad 
wvoral native servants. Somo of these were 
related to some of the native police and to 
members of the Thirteenth Bengal cavalry, 
who garrisoned the place. There were not 
over fifty white persons altogether at the 
Ktatlon.and three-fourths of these were women 
and children. On Sunday, tho 7th of June of 
that memorable year, I was lying in my ham- 
mock In tho shade of tho bungalow. My head 
was toward and within two feet of a thick" 
hedge running along the west side of tho 
house. I had been resting for an hour when 
three or four natives crept up on tho other 
ride of the hedge and entered Into a conver- 
sation, every word of which I caught. It was 
annonnced that tho rank and fllo were to mu- 
tiny within a day or two, and the programme 
•was so carefully laid that certain men bod 
been detailed to shoot certain officers, and 
certain plunder was to go to certain Individ- 
uals. 
I 


| The talk continued for a full hour, and 
iirh«n the conspirators withdrew no sane man 
could doubt what was to follow. The tax 
collector of the district was a civil officer 
named Strogan, and he occupied a bungalow 
not over twenty yards away. After waiting 
for a couple of hours I strolled over there, 
and when opportunity presented itself I told 
him what I hod heard. He had a wife and 
two children, and he was as pale as death 
when I had finished my story. He went at 
once to see Col. Fisb«r, wbo was in command 
of to* post, but that individual not only 
treated tho communication with contempt, 
but aant an insulting message to me. It was 
Jo the effect that he wanted no interference 
In military affairs by any Yankees. He inti- 
mated to Strogan that I was probably half 
drunk, and declared he was ready to stake 
hi* life on the loyalty of his men. This did 
not quiet the collector, however. When be 
returned ho began packing up hi* valuables, 
and that night he made an excuse to get his 
family nearer the barracks. 


I On Sunday evening our native servants 
•were as wrvue a* dogs. On Moudaj morning 
their bearing was full of impudence. All no- 
ticed It, and all were satisfied that the mutiny 
was close at hand. We bad canvassed the 
nutter over to we what we should do If 
tbe garrison rebelled the odd* were fifty to one 
in their favor. If they elected to daughter 


elded to flghfc it out, and as soon as be disap- 
peared we returned to the fort. The two 
other members of the party were Henry 
Wilds, a Massachusetts man, and George 
Fisher of Ohio. We bad been in Indiana to- 
gether for a year, and bad stood back to back 
in many tight places. Wilds was a typical 
Yankee, good natured but courageous, and 
hi* long arms had tbe strength of a bone's 
leg. The thicket was so dense that our fort 
could not be teen unless one penetrated it a 
few yards. The native* simply supposed that 
we were lying in the center of the jungle, 
and half an hour after tbe groom left us 
thirty muskets began blazing away at our po- 
sition. Some of the balls whistled over us, 
others entered the earth, and now and then 


with 


themselves. A lady visiting "a down town 
evening school saw a tired, nickly looking 
girl busily encaged with a copy book. The 
teacher of tho class said: "Thatgirl conies 
regularly each night after eleven hours of 
work, and without any supper. The lady 
paused by the girl's desk with the remark: 
"Why do you come to school; are you not 
too tired r1 She looked up with a smile, say- 
ing; 
"Why, I must work, and I must also be 


educated, so what else can I do? By and 
by, though, I am going to rest." How few 
girls in sheltered homes would have shown 
such courage and ambition. 


Here is another instance: A girl was left 


as tho sole support and care taker of an in- 
firm father, and she bravely assumed the re-

It was 10 o'clock next morning before we 


were troubled again. Then the members of 
the old gang seemed to nave been added to, 
and flfty more muskets kept up a pretty 
steady fire until 8 o'clock in the afternoon.

Then 
Wilds ran forward under cover of our rifles 
find spiked both pieces by driving some noils, 
which ho happened to havo in his pocket, 
i nto tho vents. Seeing a move to flank us we 
returned to our shelter, and all the rest of 
that day and all night we wore left in peace. 
<)n the third day there were but twenty na- 
tives in the besieging force, and they flred 
into the thicket only at long intervals. On 
the fourth day this force was reduced to ten. 
At noon Wilds made a scout and found them 
eating dinner, nnd wo crept up and killed 
ono and wounded two, and completely raised 
the siege. We could have gone away now 
had wo any place to go, but wo had decided 
to remain. 


On the fifth day, about 9 o'clock in the 


morning, a rabblo of about 000 natives, most 
of them soldiers, who were on their way to 
Cawnpoor, wore turned aside to attack us. 
Each one had a gun and plenty of ammu- 
nition, and for three hours they kept up a 
creditable flre. They could see nothing to 
ti> shoot at, but flred into the thicket, and at 
least 500 bullets hit the walls of our fortress, i 
Wo did not flre in reply, as it would only I 
have betrayed our position. At noon, when • 
the flre began to slacken, we made ready for ' 
a charge. There were two spare guns, and 
all were loaded. Then, while waiting, Wilds I 
piled up a couple of hundred stones about the I 
sizo of his fist from the plentiful supply once 
used in the rubble work of the buildings. The 
thicket was surrounded two lines deep, and 
at a signal a general ad vance was made. Had 
wo been without cover we should have been ! 
killed or captured. Whon they saw our fort ' 
the order was to storm it. The walls were so

"My idea of club life is contained iu three 
words—agitation, education, co-operation I— 
rousing ourselves to realize our needs and con- 
dition, educating ourselves to the best of 
our abilities and lielpiij^j others by co-opera- 
tion." Nobly have the girls, with the gentle- 
women who are their a,I visers and co-labor- 
ers, carried out these ideas, and today there 
is a vast number of tLt-ui who have risen to d 
higher plane, and who are going on into ear- 
nest, helpful womanhood by the force of edu- 
cation secured through co-operation.—Grace 
Dodgo iu Harper's Un/.-ir.

EARNING GIRLS OF THE CITIES. 


Hard Work nnd Small Paj—Makliis a 


Small Incinno Co a Great Ways—Work- 
ins All D»y and Studying at Nlglit—An 
Army or Brave. True Women. 


IJow few realize, as they meet in the streets 


or < are girls going and coining from factory 
or shop, that they arc passing heroines- 
young women who are bravely taking up the 
burden of self support, and who with patient 
courage are meeting trials, hardships nnd 
tern ptations, such as can never como to thoso 
moi o favored. Within the last fifty years 
the working woman has liecomo a power iu 
the community. The cities could not do 
without her. Go into any great store mid 
seethe fruit of her labors. Every counter 
shows tbe work of some group of girls or 
women; brocades, silk.-, laces, embroideries, 
uiuslms, woolens, notions, fancy a-ticlos—all 
repi esent the toil of women's fingers. Very 
few think of the workers and the lives thc: 
lead. 


A most valuable report has recently lieen 


issued by tho department of labor at Wash 
ingt-in, which gives personal statistics o 
17,4-7 wage earning girls engaged in 84IS dis 
tinct, industries out of many now open to wo- 
men, and comprising the result of stuJy in 
twenty-two different cities. The tables bring 
out very telling facts. The average age for 
beginning work appears to bo 15 years and 4 
months; but UiUnut of tho number commoncec 
undt r 9 years of ago, and tho largest pro 
portion, 3,503, began to support themselves 
at 14. For years they continue the weary 
round of lubor, rising at 5 or 0, and shortlj 
after going to tho factory or shop, where 
they remain, with but little recess, for ten ol 
more hours. Often their work does not end 
when they leave thu place of their day's labor 
for out of tho whole number questioned by 
the n gent of the department, 9,813 not only 
work at their regular occupations, but also 
assist in the housework at home. More than 
half erfve their earnings to the head of the 
family, while very many have to caro en- 
tirely for several others beside themselves. 
The uverage wages of the 17,427 was found 
tn lie $5.34, nnd yet with this small amount 
o'.liM do none of their own sewing, and in- 
vur.. i>ly the girls present a respectable ap- 
peariuieo. 


Thisfl wage corners ore women with ideas, 


high impulses, ambitions and desires such as 
all other women have. One of tho ladies 
who collected the above statistics, and who 
personally met and learned to know about 
the li ves of over 11,000 of the girls,was asked: 
"How 
many of them hove ambitions and an 


inner life of desire for better things, and bow 
many, if aided in the development, would 
turn out earnest, true women)" Quickly 
oame the answer: "Every one. I have yet 
to meet with a working girl who could not 
be lifted to a higher level." Instance after 
instance was given by her of the heroic lives 
hundreds of them are now leading, and of tbe 
pleasant co-operative homes she had found. 
Mauj of us who have been honored by be- 
coming the friends of our grand working sis- 
ters could echo her sentiments. Nowhere else 
can bo found in greater degree the noble im- 
pulser of heroism, self sacrifice, patience, 
cheerfulness and aspiration. 


All over the city, after a hard day's work, 


thousands are gathered in evening schools, 
worki ng girls' societies, or other rooms opened 


??£ y to them, where they can study and improve 


never been known to depend much upon the 
advice of others, but if he is over at a loss 
as to tho proper course to pursue, he invari- 
ably sooks the counsel of his wife. She has 
followed him so closely ifl all of his public 
life, and has herself been such an ardent stu- 
dent of sociology and statecraft, and being 
a woman so entirely bt hind the scenes that 
sho cannot be prejudiced, her opinion is valu- 
able, and she Rives it unhesitatingly. In the 
Gladstone house at Ha warden the wife of the 
grand old man has her own desk in the li- 
brary, and with her own hands she takes 
care of her great husband's papers, books and 
magazines, and attends to much of his pri- 
vate and public business. 


It is hardly necessary to say that she is a 


strong minded woman. She is the only per- 
son in the empire who absolutely controls the 
great ox-premier. To him her word is law, 
and no matter how much he may rebel 
against her kindly wishes she always ends by 
conquering him. 


During the last ten years of his life there 


have been. many times that his health has 
been such that he could scarcely be expected 
to speak in puuircortoremainiuthecommons 
until daybreak. At such times Mrs. Glad- 
stone has never hesitated to assert her author- 
ity. On more than ono occasion, indeed on 
scores of occasions, when she thought he was 
speaking too long, or that his voice sounded 
husky, or that he was apt to take cold, she 
has gone from her seat on the platform bold- 
ly up to him, clapped his hat on his head, or 
thrown an old shawl around his shoulders, 
and dragged him to a seat Gladstone always 
insists on speaking with bared head. This is 
the only point in which he will not permit 
even his wife to dominate him. How many 
quarrels there have been over this subject of 
wearing a hat at a public meeting no one 
knows, but at the critical moment the great 
man's wife has usually conquered him. 


In her home life Mrs. Gladstone is one of 


tho most genial of women. 
Her children 


have grown up around her and are all settled. 
Her children's children now play gleefully 
about her Uneo in the sunset of her life. She 
is happy in her husband and in her family. 
For fifty years she has been the wife of one 
of the most famous meu that the world has 
produced. 
She has not been a shrinking, 


timid creature, but a woman of commanding 
intellect, of firmness and of sincere Christian 
faith. She is loved and respected wherever 
she is known. What more could any woman 
ask?
